In the forests of Malacca and other 
islands in the Indian Ocean may still 
be found the animal known as a wild- 
cat. The upper parte of it are gener- 
ally of a clear yellow color, with black 
spots; the lower parts are white, with 
black spote alao.

The average length of the animal, 
excluding the tail, is almost two feet, 
the tail averages nine inches, Its 
height when standing erect is about 12 
inches at the shoulder and fifteen in- 
ches at the hindquarters. Its temper 
is mild and gentle; it plays almost 
like a domestic cat, or rather kitten, 
chasing ite tail and amusing 
with anything that it can roll with 
its paws.—London Standard.

The German eu peror, William IL, ts 
generally regurded as the tnventor of 
the turned up niuetache, This ts true 
only as far as introducing It as a faah- 
jon, It was Invented at the court of 
Philip 1V., about 1625. That monarch 
was the first to wear bie mustache 
turned upward From the Spanish 
court the fashion spread over all Bu- 
rope, Charles |, of England, Philip's 
brother-in-law, aod mauy members of 
the Austrian Hapaburgs adopted it. It 
came to Belgium and was Introduced 
into Germany by the Spanish soldiers 
during the Thirty Years’ war, 

It was also found ln Sweden as well 
as io France under Loula XII, Under 
Louls XLV. the beard went out of fash- 
jon, and during the time of Rococo the 
elegant world knew only clean shaven 
faces until the French revolution 
brought the mustache again Into ase, 
But nowhere except iv ite Spaulsh 
home did the mustache rise so extrava- 
gantly as with the German emperor 
and bis imitators, 

Tn Spain all kinds of artificial means, 
such as baudages and coverings, were 
employed to compel the mustache to 
keep this unnatural upward position, 
and In looking at the palutings of Ve- 
lasquez or Murillo one can easily un- 
derstand that without such coercive 
measures a true full blooded Spaniard 
could never bave rea'ed tis kleal 
mustaches,

when out of employment, They tn

work. They realize now that a farm 
is as good, yes better, than a fat bank 
account, for a farm cannot slip away 
as a bank account may do. They 
know that there may be hard 
work and difficulties to surmount on 
the farm, but they also know that no 
class of people in the world can sus- 
tain thomactven with their own pro- 
ducts to such an extent as can farm 
ers. They also know that as the 
yeara go we younger men are apt to 
supplant them in their trades, while 
if théy own farme they need never 
fear want in their old age, Farmers’ 
sons—young men will think twice be- 
fore giving up the farm to swell the 
ranks of the unemployed in our cities 
In one sense it ia a good thing that 
so many men came west, They can 
seo for themselves what our farmers 
have been doing, and are doing—and 
thus judge what they might do, Mil- 
lions of acres are still unoccupied 
Homesteads of 160 acres can be obtain. 
ed for $10 entry fee. Not more than 
one-tenth of our arable lands are as 
yet cultivated. Tt looks aa if the day 
had come for our older cities to mark 
time until our prairies cateh up with

WHAT SWORDS COST. 


Anything From £4 4s. to £750 Can Be 
Paid For Good Weapon. 


In the first place, remarked the 
Sword King, as we walked through hia 
big London factory, we make 70,000 
swords a year, and hope to go on mak- 
ing more, in spite of all the Peace 
Conferences in the world. You must 
know that all our steel comes from 
Sheffield in 14 foot lengths, each 11-9 
inches wide; none of your German 
stuff for me, 

Every first-class sword takes ten 
days to make, and goes through sixty 
or seventy different processes. It is 
then tested by being screwed into a 
kind of toy cannon, and brought down 
flat with great force on a steel table, 
which is covered with a wire cage in 
case of any accident 

After the surface has been proved 
the back and edge are struck against 
a small block of oak, the final test be- 
ing that of bending, and the Toledo 
proof of thrusting against solid iron, 

The regulation sword for an infan- 
try officer costa £448. Cavalry swords 
are much more expensive, the regu- 
lation weapon even for troopers in the 
Hussar regiments costing £6. Hussar 
officers also wear full-dress Mameluke 
scimitars at £I2128, each, and tiust 
possess court swords, with hilts of cut 
steel, which taually cost £60, 

The Dragoon’s sword costs as much 
as £810s., although the highly orna- 
mented weapons worn by generals and 
admirals of the fleet cost but £7 to 
£a each, 

The same price is paid for the 
weighty claymores used in all High- 
land regiments; but the Scottish off- 
cer of expensive tastes may pay from 
£20 to £90 for hie dirk if he desires 
one set with real cairngorme, 

Of course, presentation swords run 
into a lot of money. Some time ago 
we had an order from the Foreign Of- 
fice for a aword for a dusky monarch. 

The pattern of the blade waa spe- 
cially designed and inscribed; the 
ecabbard was of fish-akin, mounted 
with @2-carat gold, and the weapon 
cost £80. Many swords costing over 
£100, however, are made for foreign 
officers, and a superb weapon, orna- 
mented with ivory, gold, silver, and 
precious stones, which was recently 
orderod for the King of Siam, cost 
no lees than £750.—Tit-Bita, 


RAILWAY LAW COURTS. 


How English Employes Are Tried For 
Derelictions of Duty. 


Regularly about once a week the 
head offices of big British railway 
companies are transformed into min- 
jature law courts When anything 
happens—auch as a collision, for ox- 
ample—engine-<drivers, guards, shunt 
ors, and platelayers are all cited to 
appear at the offices, so that the diree 
tore may find out who is to blame, 
When the man who ia being charged 
(a found guilty, they do not, as a 
tule, dispense with his services. His 
name and the nature of the offence 
are placed upon a kind of black Liat, 

Should the guilty person lose his ait- 
gation later, he finds it extremely dil- 
fieult to get a similar one, because 
the manager usually refers to the 
“black list” when writing out the 
man's charactor, 

Every engine-man concerned in a 
mishap must report the circumstance 
in writing, and also send part of the 
broken material to show whether the 
breakage t# due to careless handling 
of the train or faulty metal, The 
courtemartial take a long time in 
coming to a decision. The officials 
are armed with microscopes, and the 
pieces are thoroughly examined, Very 
often the question of guilt or inno- 
conce is a knotty one, owing to the 
nature of the smash 

Bometimes a large nuruber of om- 
ployee are called upon to give evi- 
dence; still, the guilt is invariably 
fixed all the same. The men’s evidence 
is listened to and taken down just as 
carefully as in a ease at the Central 
Criminal Court 

If a man thinks he has been con- 
demned wrongly he siryé appeal, A 
special appeal court will listen to him, 
and—not farts him. If the accident 
in question, however, is one which 
the Hoard of Trade have taquired in- 
to, an appeal will be of no avail, The 
Government inspector's decision is 
final,

PERJURY TO ORDER. 


"Thriving Class Make Their Living by 
Telling Lies Under Oath. 


There is much virtue in an alibi. 
Unlike Boyle Roche’s famous bird, a 
man cannot be in two bong at once, 
and you yeh invi | find that the first 
idea of the professional criminal when 
arrested on circumstantial evidence is 
to prove an alibi. 

As is pretty well known, however, 
there exists in India, and also in 
China, a large class of professional 
perjurers. For a sum equivalent to 
four wy you can hire a man to 
swear in a law court to any tale you 
choose to make him learn. Mr. Rip- 
ling, in one of his stories, describes 
the kind of thing. 

All through the East these profes. 
sional periucers form o regular claas, 
and even British rule has ian fail- 


ed to exterminate them, Indian judges 
have long ago learnt to take all evi- 
dence with rather more than the pro- 
verbial grain of salt. 

Even tn this country the law courts 
are not free from a similar curse. Bill 
Sykes always knows where to lay his 
hand on a man who, for a considera. 
tion varying between one pound and 
five, will take his oath that Bill was 
in the bar at the Blue Dragon at the 
very minute when the pdlice aver: that 
he was escaping from the home of 
Lord B , with the best part of the 
family plate in a bag on hia back. 

Some of these gentry the police get 
to know. But, even so, the authori- 
ties are almost powerless. Perjury is 
a difficult thing to prove, and it is 
only in the divoree courts that there 
is a King’s Proctor to watch the evi- 
dence, and take such steps as he sees 


t. 

The professional perjurer has been 
to the fore in several of the most sen- 
sational cases which ever came before 
the courts of this country, and more 
than once, by the cleverness of coun- 
sel, has been detected and exposed. 

Take the great Parnell-Pigott case 
The case againat Mr. Parnell hinged, 
it will be remembered, ona letter from 
a momber of the Clan-naGnael, a fac- 
simile of whieh Pigott swore he had 
bought in Paria 

Lord Russell of Killowen, who was 
defending Parnell, asked Pigott to sit 
down and write certain words. His 
own name firat, then “proselytism,” 
“livelihood,” and several others; 
"Oh, and one other”; he ended with 
“hesitancy.” 

Pigott apelt the word “hesitency.” 
It waa apelt in the same way in one 
of the ineriminating letters. Forty- 
eight hours later Pigott yas a proved 
perjurer and forger. s 

In the Meikle case, which caused a 
tremendous sensation some yeara ago 
in New Zealand. a woll-to-do farmer 
named John Meikle was cMarged with 
sheep stealing He waa convicted 
solely through the evidence of a man 
named Lambert, who was afterwards 
proved to be a professional perurer, 
and to have been highly paid for his 
evidence by an enemy of Meikle. 

Poor Meikle served a sentence of 
seven years’ hard labor; yet, after 
he got out of prison, he set to work 
with splendid pluck, secured the con- 
vietion of Lambert, and established 
hia own innocence,

WHAT IS A DAY? 


You Probably Think It le Twenty-four 
Hours, but It Isn't. 

Nine persons out of ten—yes, 999 out | 
of every 1,000—if asked how long it} 
takes the earth to turn once on its | 
axis would answer twenty-four hours, 
and to the question, How many times 
does it turn on its axis fn the course 
of the yeard the answer would be 
305% times. Both answers are wrong. 

It requires but twenty-three hours} 
and fifty-six minutes for the earth to) 
make one complete turn, and it makes 
3004 turns during the year. The er. 
ror springs from a wrong idea of what 
is meant by a day. 

The day is not, as is commonly sup- | 
posed, the time required by the earth 
to make one turn on Its axis, but the 
interval between two successive pas 
sages of the sun across the meridian— 
that Is to say, the time which elapses 
after the sun is seen exactly sotith In 
its diurnal course through the heavens 
before it is again seen in that position. 

Now, in consequence of the earth's 
revolution In its orbit or path round 
the sun, the stm has the appearance 
of moving very slow.y in the heavens 
in a direction from east to west. At 
hoon tomorrow the sun will be a short 
distance to the east of the point In the 
heavens at which It is seen at noon 
today, so that when the earth has 
made pne complete turn it will still 
have to turn four minutes longer be- 
fore the sun can again be seen exactly 
south, 


THE ANCIENT SPARTANS. 


They Flogged Men Who Grew Too Fat 
For Military Service. 

Among the ancient Spartans every- 
thing was considered secondary to mil- 
itary efficiency, ond with a view to se- 
curing this the boys and men were by 
law kept In a continual state of “train- 
ing.” No deformed child was allowed 
to live, Boys were taken from their 
homes and subjected to militury regu- 
lations at the age of seven, They were 
compelled to wear the same single gar- 
tment winter and summer, At twenty 
they joined the ranks and from that 
age till they reached sixty were re 
quired to dine at the public tables, 
where only a certain quantity was sup- 
plied for each man. The magistrates 
interfered In absurdly small matters. 
They regulated the degree of fatness to 
which it was lawful for any citizen to 
extend his body. 

Those who dared to grow too fat or 
too soft for military service and exer 
cise were sometimes soundly fogged. 
Aclian in his history relates that 
Nauclia, son of Polytus, was brought 
before the ephors (magistrates) and the 
whole assembly of Sparta, and “his un. 
lawful fatness” was publicly exposed, 
and he was threatened with perpetual 
banishment if he did not bring his 
body within the regular Spartan com- 
pass and give up the culpable mode 
of living, which was declared to be 
more worthy of an lonian than a 
Spartan.

Many of these bottles have been 
found and picked up again either in 
the open sea or on shores where they 
had stranded. 

Knowing from its records where 
the bottles had been thrown over- 
board, the bureau has been able to 
trace in a general way the path the 
must have followed in order to reac 
the places where they were found. 

Being partially filled with air and 
then securely corked, the bottles float 
on the surface of the water and go 
wherever the winds and the currents 
of the sea carry them. Each bottle 
contains a record of the place and 
date of its starting. Some of those 
found have floated for many months 
on the bosom of the Atlantic and 
traveled thousands of miles. 

It has been ascertained that bot 
tles dropped overboard between the 
shores of the United States and Eng- 
land or France generally travel to- 
ward the northeast, following the 
course of that great river in the ocean 
called the gulf stream. Bottles start 
ed off the coasts of a or Africa 
travel westward until they arrive 
among the West India islands.
